WAR BULLETIN 

Holland and Belgium were 
expectant and France cancelled 
all military leaves this morn- 
ing in the belief that Germany’s 
invasion of Norway may be but 
a blind to cover a concerted 
attack on the Western front. 


Invading German forces in 
Norway are destined for de- 


feat in the opinion of Orville 
M. Knutsen, economics in- 
structor today concerning 
the latest European de- 
velopments. 

In explanation, Mr. Knutsen 
said that “had the Germans had 
sufficient time to lay adequate 
mine fields in the Skagerrak they 
would have been able to hold off 
the English navy for several days 
at the least and this would have 
given them time enough to land 
a formidable force around Oslo. 
INSUFFICIENT TIME 

“Norwegian railroads radiate 
toward western ports from this 
city and Nazi reinforcements 
could have been sent to the west 
from this point.

Fee Edict To Skip 
Don Football Gate 


Ruling by California Attorney 
General Earl Warren that state 
schools cannot, in his opinion, 
legally charge admission to ath- 
letic contests will not affect col- 
lege football here in any way, 
Supt. Frank A. Henderson assert- 
ed today. 

“Warren’s ruling is not a court 
decision; it is not law; it is just 
one lawyer’s opinion,” Mr. Hen- 
derson stated. The superintendent 
indicated that until state statutes 
actually stipulate that admission 
charges may not be applied, all 
gridiron contests will carry the 
usual entrance fee. 

Should Warren’s stand on fees 
become law, possibility exists that 
Santa Ana still may be unaffected 
by the ruling, it was emphasized. 
According to some __ interpreta- 
tions of the attorney general’s 
ruling, athletic events staged after 
4 p.m. are not included in the 
ban. Loss of football fees would 
cost jaysee over $20,000 annually. 

The college summer session is 
not included under a “no tui- 
tion’ ruling because it is privately 
conducted by faculty members, 
the state stipulated.

Local radiate In Tokyo Today 
Predicts Improved Relations

In a communication received 
this week from Isamu Masuda, 
former honor student here who 
is now in Japan on a scholarshhip 
studying under the Japanese For- 
eign Service, he expressed _the 
opinion that diplomatic relations 
between Japan and the United 
States would be abetted by a re- 
cent shakeup in the Niponese 
cabinet. 

Excerpts from his letter are as 
follows: 

“An extra has just been re- 
leased this evening telling of the 
appointment of Admiral Yonai to 
the premiership. His selection, I 
am sure, will have a favorable re- 
ception in the United States be- 
cause he is known as a moderate. 
It was he, while a member of 
Hiranoma Cabinet, who staunch- 
ly and successfully opposed _ the 
proposed Rome-Berlin-Tokyo Mili- 
tary Alliance. 

NEAR EASTERN ALLIANCE 

“The same extremist group that 
favored the above plan have re- 
cently been agitating for an out- 
right military alliance with Soviet 
Russia in order to end forever 
Anglo-Saxon and French _ supre- 
macy in the Far East. Yonai is 
known to have been as solidly 
against the latter plan as much 
as he was against the former. 

“The Japanese policy toward 


the United States, it seems, will 
become more friendly than it has 
been under the preceding Ahe 
Cabinet. However, sad to say, the 
life of the new cabinet may be 


limited in view of Japan’s do- 
mestic and foreign difficulties. 


LACK STRONG LEADER 


One of the greatest problems 
facing Japan today is the lack of 
a strong leader. She needs some- 
one who will be able to weld the 
people into a cooperative unit that 
will undergo a prolonged hard- 
ship and suffering in order to real- 
ize a solid political and economic 
bloc in the Far East. As Yonai 
is far from being a Hitler or Mus- 
solini it seems that he will soon 
be followed by a popular strong 
man—that is if such a person can 
be found.” 


In describing his activity in the 


Japanese school Masuda said: “TI 
am busy nearly every day study- 


ing Nihengo, reigo saho, and 
Japanese history, geography, 
political science and economics. 


Our education is not confined to 
this school alone. We are intro- 
duced to important persons and 
taken to historically outstanding 
places. 

Masuda is at present residing 
at Heischikan, 12 Takane-cho, Na- 
kano-Ku, Tokyo.

Campus Scientist Seeks Career 


Despite Physical Hinderances

Preparing the way for his fu- 
ture vocation as an astrophysicist, 
local student Robert Weitbrecht, 
despite the handicap of being deaf 
and dumb is today one of the 
most active amateur astronomers 
in Santa Ana. In his home obser- 
vatory he has complete equipment 
for studying the sun, planets, and 
stars. 

For observing the heavens, the 
jaysee student has one of the lar- 
gest telescopes in Orange county, 
a 10-inch reflector in addition to 
a'6-inch reflector which he made 
himself and an 8-inch telescope 
in the making. 

PHOTOGRAPHS STARS 

The glass for his telescope 
mirrors came from the Corning 
Glass works of the same pyrex 
from which the new 200-inch Pal- 
omar mirror is made, Weitbrecht 
revealed. 


Research work in micrometric 
measurements of angular diam- 
eters of planets, distances to 
them, and photography of stars 
is carried on in his hack yard 
observatory. Besides observing, 
Weitbrecht has a scrap book in 
which he keeps astronomical clip- 
pings. He has been saving them 
for three years. 

BUILDS OWN INSTRUMENTS 

Completing his equipment, the 
amateur astronomer has a clock 
driven coelostat solar telescope 
which he _ built, photographic 
equipment, micrometer to measure 
minute angles, and spectroscopes. 
In observing the recent annual 
eclipse, Weitbrecht used his solar 
telescope and camera to take sev- 
eral: pictures of the moon cross- 


ing the sun. 

He hopes to build a spectrohelio- 
graph this summer to observe the 
prominences and faculae on the 
sun besides completing his new 
telescope. 

MT. PALOMAR GOAL 


When asked when he began to 
like astronomy, he wrote: 
“TI don’t know exactly when, prob- 
ably ever since I first saw the stars 
when a small boy.”’ Since then the 
jaysee student has_ learned to 
identify almost every constellation 
in the skies. 


The local astronomer’s ambi- 
tion is to be an astrophysicist at 
Mt. Palomar someday. Besides 
astronomy the jaysee student has 
a short wave broadcasting station 
with which he contacts other radio 
“hams” all over the world.

But theh Germans apparently 
had insufficient time to lay ade- 
quate mine fields in the Skagerrak 
and this fact Mr. Knutsen believes 
is likely to result in defeat for 
the invading forces. 

NAZI RETREAT 

If actions continue as they have 
been, the Germans will either have 
to give way before the English 
or draw into the interior of Nor- 
way and retreat later before the 
Norwegians, Mr. Knutsen con- 
tends. Although this will be a se- 
vere loss for Germany their occu- 
pation of Denmark will far out- 
balance any set-back in Norway, 
he_ believes. 

The Nazi occupation of Den- 
mark, however, Mr. Knutsen con- 
siders to be a master stroke—one 
which will “give Germany an op- 
portunity to strongly fortify the 
narrow Danish straits and prevent 
the British fleet from blasting its 
way through into the Baltic. 

Thus, England, in _ order to 
reach Germany, will have to come 
down through Sweden, and there- 
in, the instructor said, lies the 
coming problem.

In the adolescent days of drama, while Bill Shake- 
speare was astounding theatre-goers with a continuous 
string of smash hits, he coined the expression “‘The plays 
the thing’ to serve as his guide line and trademark. 
Through the years his opinion of the purpose of drama 
has survived the transition from natural gas illumination 
to neon gas illumination and stands again in the spotlight 
in tonight’s jaysee production, “Our Town,” Pulitzer prize 


winner. 

The immortal Bard of Avon@®——— 
used little if any scenery in his 
stage settings. The actors and 
action were to him the important 
and foremost factors in drama. 

“Our Town,” distinctly not a 
drama of Shakespearian type, fol- 
lows the example of the master 
playright in employing little scen- 
ery to create its interesting and 
unique effect. Scenery is left to 
the imagination of the audience 
and setting is left to the ingenuity 
of the stage manager. 

As the curtain rises, the aver- 
age spectator will train his bi- 
focals upon the stage and emit a 
gasp (or a reasonable facsimile) 
upon perceiving that there is no 
scenery. Due to the oratorical 
talent of the stage-manager, how- 
ever, the bi-focals become rather 


blurred and it is quite apparent 


to the spectator that he is gazing 
upon a neighborhood scene. Since 
he has not bothered to clean his 
glasses, he is firmly convinced that 
the extreme right and left por- 
tions of the stage represent 
neighboring homes and that the 
center of the stage is a city 
thoroughfare. This vision having 
been firmly implanted within the 
cerebral interiors of each member 
of the audience, the action un- 
folds without opposition. 

Add_ ultra-realistic off-stage 
sound effects and polish your bi- 
focals for a production that is old 
stuff to Shakespeare but hot stuff 
for jaysee students.—BILL WIN-
